Seeking Compromise 


on Landis' Fines. 


MISSION OF NO AVAIL. 


Department of Justice Advises 
President to Offer No Clem- 
ency, Believing Decision 
Will Stand. 


BY RAYMOND. 

Washington, D. C., July 16.—{Special.}]—If 
Theodore Roosevelt had never done anything 
else during his administration as president of 
the United States, it would be quite suffi- 
cient to know that he had brought the 
Standard Oil company, the once powerful 
and e „System,“ down to its mar- 
row bones ‘begging for mercy. 

This is exactly what has happened within 
a short time. The Standard Oll*company, 
staggered by the imposition of the fine of 
$29,000,000 imposed upon it by Judge Landis 
of Chicago, and fearing a similar outcome 
to other suits still to be tried, has been beg- 
ging for mercy. 

Thus far it has been turned down by the 
administration, both President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Taft having agreed to let the case 
come to a final decision in the United States 
Supreme court. Pleas for a compromise have 
thus far been rejected, and the government 
will stand pat on all cases against the big 
monopoly. 

There have been rumors for some time 
that the Standard Oil was frightened and 
was begging the government to let up on its 
prosecution. It has not been gent ally known 
that no less a person than John D. Archbold, 
vice president of the Standard Oil company 
and executive officer of that great institution, 
actually visited the White house before 
President Roosevelt retired to Oyster Bay 
and made a proposition for a compromise. 
He was accompanied by Senator Bourne of 
Oregon, and several other people took part 
in the negotiations. 


Offered Plea of First Offense. 

The Standard Oil proposed, in effect, that 
the government should consent to a nominal 
fine in each ohe of the cases, on the principle 
that this was the first offense, or at least that 
it was the first case to be publicly prosecuted, 
The great monopoly was willing to pay 4 
few hundred thousand dollars on condition 
that the suits begun at Chicago and now 
pending in the Circuit Court of Appeals 
should be stopped, and that all other suits, 
in southern judialal districts, in New York, 
and elsewhere, should be abandoned. The 
Standard Oil was willing to plead guilty to 
having received rebates provided the gov- 
ernment would undertake to lump all the 
different cases and then 
fine in ‘each jurisdiction. bee 

In doing this Mr. Archbold and his assist- 
apts tock the ground that the offense, if any, 
was committed when they made the agree- 
ment with the railroad companies, and that 
it was a mistake on the part of the govern- 
ment to assume that each separate shipment 
constituted a separate offense. 

At one time during the White house con- 
ferences there was a disposition to meet the 
oil company somewhat more than half way. 
President Roosevelt, of course, was in an 
embarrassing position. The antagonism be- 
tween him anu H. H. Rogers, head of the 
Standard Oil, was weil understood. Ifa big 
fine should be insisted upon it might have 
been asserted later on that the president was 
merely wreaking personal vengeance on the 
Rockefeller-Rogers-Archbéid combination. 


Plea of Guilty First Considered. 

What the president was after was to root 
out a terrible evil. 
the Standard Oil company as well as all sim- 
ilar corporations, from violating the law 
against the giving and receiving of rebates. 
It was the general principle of the thing the 
administration was after and there was, 
therefore, a disposition to accept a plea of 
guilty by the Standard Oil corporation, with 
the infliction of a nominal fine, coupled with 
a promise to go away from the White house 
and to sin no more. 

During the conferences Attorney General 
Bonaparte and other officers of the depart- 
ment of justice were consulted. The influence 
of the legal branch of the government was 
thrown against any compromise. The ground 
Was taken that it would be unfair to Judge 
Lands for the president to step in and exer- 
cise a modification of his pardoning power 
by agreeing to a compromise which would 
ve away the case of the government at the 
outset. 

The suggestion was made, however, on be- 
half of the department of justice that it 
might be possible to compromise the Chicago 
cases without in any way giving up the con- 
tention of the government that each separate 
shipment copstituted a separate offense. The 
Proposition was made to the Standard Oil 
that if it would admit this position and ac- 
cept the minimum fine instead of the maxi- 
mum, which was imposed by Judge Landis, 
there might be a possibility of negotiation. 


Landis Saw Fit to Hit Hard. 
Under the law for the violation of which 
the Standard Oj] company was prosecuted 
each offense is punishable by a fine df not less 
than $1,000 and not more than $20,000. Judge 
Landis, after hearing all the evidence and

In the matter of the revocation of the license 
of the Hapgoods Employment agency of Chi- 
cago, the board of labor commissioners states 
that its members have heard voluminous testi- 
mony in the case since April 21, 1906, and ind 
that seid Hapgoods Employment agency has 
been conducting its business in violation of the 
law in the following particulars: 

FIRST—Charging fees in excess of the amount 
named in the law of the state applying to such 
business. 

SECOND—<Advertising situations which Hap- 
goods did not have at their disposal. 

THIRD—Representing positions to be perma- 
nent that were temporary only, charging and 
collecting full commissions therefor. 

The statutes make the board of labor commis- 
sioners the judges of the fact and authorizes 
it to revoke, upon full hearing, any license issued 
to an employment agent when the evidence is 
sufficient to satisify the commissioners that any 
provision of the law has been violated.

Agent Cruden, who hag made a hard and in- 
telligent fight-against fake employment agen- 
cies, was jubilant in the possession of a letter 
authorizing him to send an inspector to Hap- 
goods to take away the license which now is 
valueless to Hapgoods. He declared that the 
two policemen assigned to him by the city 
will stand guard in front of Hapgoods’ office 
if necessary, and see to it that warrants are 
issued if any attémpt is made to keep up the 
business. Mr. Cruden will visit the office 
this morning to call for the license. 

Following the issuance of the edict putting 
Hapgoods out of business in Illinois, Presi- 
dent Pittenger of the board of labor commis- 
sioners commented ag follows: 

The judgment of the commissioners is 
best reflected in the action taken after 
a patient and deliberate hearing. Fraudu- 
lent employment agencies in Illinois will en- 
counter all kinds of trouble. It is regrettable 
that the industrious poor are so often made 
victims of the cunning and knavish, but the 
law can always be invoked without cost. if 
in any way they are swindled by an employ- 
ment agency carrying a license in this state. 
This at least is an encouraging sign of great- 
er interest in behalf of the needy on the part 
of the public. Certainly Ta» Trieuws has 
done effective work, and we acknowledge its 
codperation in our efforts.”

POLICE TAKE 5 PRISONERS. 


Plaee of John A. Ro ers Damaged, bat 
No One Is Injared. 


Bomb throwers “left their calling card 
at the saloon of John A. Rogers, West Madi- 
son and May streets, last night. A projectile 
filled with gunpowder and supposedly regu- 
lated by a time fuse was thrown upon the 
roof of the rear portion of the building. It 
exploded, shattering the windows, blowing 
down the chimney, and shaking the ground 
for blocks around. 

The attempt was identical in nearly every 
respect with the numerous others which have 
perplexed the police for months. The bomb 
struck within a yard of the place where «a 
similar explosive was thrown last Septem- 
ber, with about the same results. The ex- 
plosion was the seventeenth in the series.” 

Rogers’ place has been for years one of 
the notorious gambling centers of the west 
side. It is on the western edge of the so- 
called west side levee, and the ex-alderman 
is expected to thank hostile gambling ele- 
ments for the call.

OHIO POLITICS TALKED. 


Arthur Vorys Confers with Nom- 
inee on Foraker Situation in | 
Respect to Senatorship. 


Hot Springs, Va., July 16.—Judge William. 


H. Taft is feeling comfortable tonight | 
the fact that the first draft of his speech of 
acceptance of the nomination for the presi- 
dency by the republican party hes been fin- 
ished. But the paper is far from being com- 
pleted. Mr. Taft adopted the course of die- 
tating the speech with great fullness, includ- 
ing everything he might possibly care to have 
in it, with the view to cutting it down so that 
only eseentials briefly etated might remain 
to be presented to the people at Cincinnati 
July 23. The dictation yesterday and today 
amounted to 10,000 words that will be re- 
duced to as near 3,500 as possible. 

Mr. Taft completed his task this afternoon 


and then went out to play golf with George 


Ingalls, Arthur I. Vorys, in charge of the 
Ohio campaign, walking over the golf links 
with them.’ 


Will Prune to Brief Statement. 

Mr. Taft declared that he could not under- 
take to give any intimation of what his speech 
in its present form contained, because great 
changes may be made in the paper before it 
goes to the printer. That would. he said, be 
absolutely necessary, as he has dictated 
nearly three times as much as he proposes to 
include in the speech. 

Arthur I. Vorys will be here several deys 
and will have conferences with Mr. Taft on 
the situation in Ohio. One of the subjects, it 
is believed, that will receive attention is thet 
relating to the senatorship. When Mr. Taft’s 
attention was called today to the absence of 
any representative of Senator Foreker at the 
recent gathering of leaders representing va- 
rious candidates for the nomination, he re- 
plied that he had seen Senator Dickin Wash- 
ington before coming here, but gave no inti- 
mation of the purpose of the conference. Mr. 
Vorys has been explicit while here in declar- 
ing that the managers of the national cam- 
paign in Ohio will pursue a policy of hands off 
in relation to the senatorial situation. When 
asked whether that would be possible he 
merely replied by asking whether they had 
not succeeded in doing so up to the present 


time. 

Mr. Taft appeared tonight in the ballroom 
of the hotel and took several turns around 
the room with Mrs, George Ingalls, daugh- 
ter-in-law of Melville E. Ingalls of Cincin- 
nati. Mr. Taft is a good dancer and ap- 
parently fond of it. 


Hitchcock Goes to Colorado. 

Washington, D. C., July id. —Chalrman 
Frank H. Hitchcock of the republican na- 
tional committee, accompanied by James T. 
Willams Jr., one of the staff at republican 
headquarters, left today for Chicago, en route 
to Colorado Springs to attend the confer- 
ence of western republican leaders there next 
Monday and Tuesday. Before leaving Chair- 
man Hitchcock disposed of a mass of busi- 
ness. Among those to whom he talked was 
Francis Curtis, who is to have charge of the 
editorial department of the literary bureau 
of the national committee.

DENIES HE PLEDGED SUPPORT 


Nominee Declares He Never Gave In- 
terview to Bishop Waiters in Which 
He Promised Offices. 


Fairview, Lincoln; Neb., July 14—William 
J. Bryan does not intend to be drawn into 
the Brownsville case if he can help it. In all 
hig conversations with visiting delegations 
and others he has carefully refrained from 
talking on that subject, and 22 he put the 
brand of untruthfulness upon’ an alleged 
statement made by Bishop Walters of the 
Afro-Methodist Episcopal church to the ef- 
fect that he had assured a negro delegation 
that he regarded President Roosevelt's ac- 
tion in that matter as unjust. At the same 
time he also denied another alleged interview 
with the bishop—that he had discussed the ap- 
pointment of negroes to office. These declara- 
tions were called forth by a telegram from a 
Baltimore paper inquiring as to the truth of 
the statements said to have emanated from 
Bishop Walters. To the newspaper men at 
Fau view Mr. Bryan said that he had not and 
wou'd not take up any issue not contained in 
tbe platform. 

Delegates returning from the Denver con- 
vention again made pilgrimages to Fair- 
view, where they conferred with their leader 
about the coming campaign. Mr. Bryan im- 
pressed them all with the necessity of organ- 
izing political clubs and exerting every ef- 
fort to poll the full democratic vote in No-

DEMOCRATS SERK “FIT” MEN 


Advisory Committee Asks Law- 
yers’ Opinions of Candidates. 


BALLOT WILL BE IN SECRET. 


— 


Maclay Hoyne Has Already Been In- 
dorsed by 300 Attorneys. 


In order to give good advice to the voters 
for primary day the independent democratic 
advisory committee, to use its full title, will 
begin by asking advice itself. Just now it is 
concerning itself mainly with the nomina- 
tions for state’s attorney and Municipal 
court judgeships and it is as to fhe fitness of 
the various candidates for theve offices that 
the committeemen will first seek information. 

On Monday the committee will send to 
every lawyer in Chicago a letter asking his 
opinion as to who of the various democratic 
aspirants for nomination are best fitted for 
these places. With the letters will go a 
blank ballot giving the names of the candi- 
dates and a space in which the receiver can 
mark his preferences. These letters will not 
be confined to the members of the Bar asso- 
ciation, who comprise only about 20 per cent 
of the lawyers of the city, but every one of 
the 7,000 attorneys m Chicago will get one. 

The recipient will not be asked to confine 
himself in answering to the number of of- 
fices to be filled. If he considers more than 
one candidate for state’s attorney worthy he 
can so indicate. Neither does the fact that 
he is a republican debar him from expressing 
an opinion. 


Levy Mayer Explains Plan. 

“The plan,“ explained Levy Mayer, chair- 
man of the committee, is to receive from 
those best quaiified to know, an expression 
as to those whom they believe are competent 
to fill the offices for which they are candi- 
dates. 

When the returns come in the committee 
will make further Investigation, and, guided 
by the results of this investigation and the 
lawyers’ vote, the committee will recom- 
mend to the voters those who are deemed 
best qualified. Ballots will be printed and 
sent to the lawyers early next week, and 
their votes will be received in such a manner 
as to preserve their absolute secrecy.” 

The plan does not constitute a subsidiary 
primary, in the strict use of the term. A 
candidate may receive a majority of all the 


may not consider him the best man for the 
place. Also as the voter has the right to 
indorse more than one candidate for the 
same office, such a majority could not be con- 
sidered an absolute one. 

But the committee figures that this expres- 
sion of opinion by the lawyers will be an ex- 
tremely valuable guide to it in arriving at its 
final conclusions, and if it is not entirely the 
controlling factor it will be the most impor- 
tant one when the time comes to frame the 
slate which will be recommended to the 
voters. 


Early Start for Hoyne. 

Maclay Hoyne has got the start on his 
rivals for the nomination for state’s attorney 
by having already secured the indorsement 
of about 300 members of the Bar association. 
The lst is confined to democratic lawyers 
and headed by ex-Justice S. P. Shope of the 
Supreme cqurt.

Takes Out $100,000 poliey““ and 
Then Puts Men to Work. 


New York, July 16—[Special.)—Under the 
new anti-betting law in this state, betting on 
election as a great crime may be visited with 
as dire punishment as betting on the race- 
track., but the London Lloyds will write poli- 
cies agairst the election of W. J. Bryan. ſust 
as, in many cases, these venturesome brokers 
have written policies against the birth of 
twins, and in at least one recent case have 
insured against a man’ y molesting his moth- 
er-in-iaw. 

The policy is of the form scmetimes loosely 
described as a wager, or honor policy, and 
while it may not be enforceable at law, the 
standing of the Lloyds gives the bettor. or 
insured. ample protection against any welch- 
in; on the part of the broker, 

The taking of such policies in large numbers 
today practically opened the betting on the 
presidential election. In the morning the 
premium, or odds, was 8% to 1 against Mr. 
Bryan. At the close the odds went down to 
5% to 1 against the Nebraskan. 


Manufacturer Starts New Betting. 


The new method of election betting owes its 
origin to a manufacturer who felt confident 
of a sharp revival of business following the 
election of Mr. Taft, and was anxious to run 
his plant at full capacity during the months 
preceding the election, if only he could pro- 
tect himself against the contingency of Mr. 
Bryan's success. 

In his predicament the manufacturer went 
to a prominent firm of insurance brokers in 
this city and asked them for a policy insuring 
his business against Mr. Bryan's election. 
They cabled to Lloyds for terms, and received 
offhand a quotation of 20 per cent, which is 
equal to odds of about 4 to 1 against Mr. 
Bryan’s victory. The manufacturer consid- 
ered the rate too high. Today, after refiec- 
tion, the Lloyds offered to write a 12 at 
10% per cent. The offer was accepted, and in- 
surance to the amount of more than $100,000 
was taken at the quotation named. The man- 
ufacturer will put all hands to work imme- 
diately. 4 

Many Brokers Take “Policies.” 


Wall street brokers and stock market oper- 
ators hearing of the policy taken by the ; 
manufacturer, applied for policies in large 
numbers this afternoon. Some wanted poll 
cies as a hedge on purchases of stock. fearing 
a break in the market in the event of Mr. 
Bryan's election. 

Others considered the odds Inviting at this 
uncertain stage of the campaign and took 
policies as pure wagers, either for the reason 
it is a good long chance speculation, or n ex- 
pectation of hedging profitably on later cam- 
paign betting.

Good as Any Contract. 


This form of contract insurance or wager 
comes under Lioyd’s classification of com- 
mercial hedges. In this classification it is 
known in the parlance of international in- 
surance men asa P. P. I.“ policy, that is, 
a policy with proof of interest. The contract 
provides that the insured must state the esti- 
mated lose to the insured on a particular 
eventuality. That estimated loss is the face 
of the policy and, according to a strict term 
of the policy,.the insurer may demand proof 
of loss in case of its happening on a particular 
contingency. 

The clause to that effect, however, is eg? 
tirely formal anc is designed to protect the 
contract in accordance with the English law. 
As a matter of practice the contract is 40 
inviolable as that of a life insurance con- 
tract written ‘incontestable from date of 
issue.” An insurance broker who would re- 
fuse to pay face value would be treated in 
the same manner as a bookmaker who 
welches at Tattersall’s.

I bate to be parted, but it is the only thing 
I can do. I have been in love with Will, 1 
suppose you know just how many years, and 
I just hate the thought of not seeing WIII 
with me. I suppose you know what love is 
and what it can do when it is jealousy with 
love. I know Will does not like working in 
a drug store and sees no good future before 
him. It is the same with me, and so I think 
it is best for us to leave this world. 


Suicide Also Is Planned. 

“I know that WIN loves me and hates to 
part, just as I dread to do it, sol am going to 
put a few drops in a glass of water unbe- 
known to him, and after he is dead to do the 
same thing to myself. I just hate to do this, 
dut it is the only way out of it. Hoping you 
will forgive, and I know that God ts in 
heaven and wil forgive me, because he 
knows my thoughts. 

“The only thing I ask is that you help 
Cora to raise her children right and help 
her invest her money so she will draw good 
interest and give the children a good educa- 
tion. Cora is not a good manager, and I 
hope with your help everything will go well.

„Tun Trrpune is a factor for the abolition 
of fake or fraudulent employment agencies.“ 
said the commissioner. “ The air has been 
ozonized through its efforts.“ 

Attorney Wayman, who, with Attorney 
Eugene Stewart, laid bare the crookedness 
of Hapgoods, commented on his triumph. 

“We showed a violation of every section 
of the statute which we attempted to show.” 
he said. “The commissioners found that 
Hapgoods charged a registration fee in ex- 
cess of $2, and this Is the section upon which 
the main charge was made, the defendants 
seeking to evade the statute by the publica- 
tion of ‘ Hapgoods’ Opportunities,’ for which 
they charged §5, claiming that they charged 
no registration fee. The evidence was the 
most conclusive that I have ever seen pre- 
sented in court, and the finding of the com- 
missioners will stand against all attacks. 

“The finding puts a complete end to all 
legal subterfuges ard evasions of the statute 
and makes it encumbent upon all agencies 
to charge the §2 registration fee and give 
value received for the money, and is a whole- 
some protection to the class of people that 
the statute wag designed to protect. The 
scheme of Hapgoods was the most cultured 
and careful evasion of the law regulating 
employment agencies ever attempted: The 
state commissioners looked through the 
magic veil woven around Hapgoods and 
grasped the crucial proposition, which was 
about as shameless a one as can be conceived 
of in such @ connection.” 


May Take Case to Courts. 

Attorneys for Hapgoods gave notice that 
the case would be taken to the civil courts 
and a mandamus for a rescinding of the 
board’s action would be asked for immediate- 
ly before some local judge. 

“If you do that,” asserted Mr. Wayman, 
“we will be there with bells on us and will 
give you a harder decision than has been 
dealt you here today.” 

Also, Mr. Wayman refreshed Hapgoods’ at. 
} torneys by declaring: 

“If this man Hapgood ghould be brought 
here and placed on the witness stand I would 
surely send him to the state prison for per- 
jury.“ 

Counsel for Hapgoods wanted a delay of 
thirty days in which to file a brief. but the 
commissioners declined to consider a rehash 
of testimony which had shown conclusively 
that Hapgoods was crooked. Hapgood had 
convicted himself by admissions made under 
cross examination. 


Flourished Through Advertising. 

Hapgoods flourished for a time thro ugh the 
medium of attractive advertisements in the 
highest class of magazines and representa- 
tions made to the faculties of colleges and 
universities. In addition to offices in Great 
Britain, Hapgoods furnished showy estab- 
lishments in New York, Cleveland, Kansas 
City, Wheeling, St. Louis, Pitteburg, Phila- 
delphia, Minneapolis, Milwaukee, and St. 
Paul. 

When the concern was young applicants 
for jobs were awed by the Impressive air 
of Hapgood, a pudgy person with spectacles 
and a solemn expression. Also they were 
awed by the big files of “cherry cards,“ 
about which Hapgood later was led to prate 
before the labor commissioners, and the 
amount of correspondence which was being 
carried on. 

A feature of Hapgoods to which their at- 
tention was drawn soon after their arrival 
at one of Hapgoods’ offices was the cashier's 
window, whieh was barred and looked like 
the cashier’s window in a bank. There 
might well have been over it asigu: Every- 
thing coming in and nothing going out.“ 


Points of the “System.”’ 

The first experience with the window usual- 
ly came with the sensation of passing $5 
through it, ostensibly for the purpose of pay- 
ing a subscription to Hapgoods Oppor- 
tunities ’’ for one year, but really for the 
purpose of registration in Hapgoods bureau. 
This system, the labor commissioners have 
decided, was in violation of the Illinois labor 
law. 

Sometimes Hapgoods would notify one of 
jis subscribers that a job was open, and the 
job would appear much more glowing when 
described by Hapgoods’ get the money 
people than it did when the applicant went 
to look it over. 

Frequently a job that the applicant sup- 
posed was permanent was only temporary. 
But before the applicant made the alarming 
discovery Hapgoods had seen to it that he 
had paid 5 per cent of a year’s salary at the 
rate at which the job was accepted. Then, 
according to the testimony of those who 
were stung.“ they were "stalled along 
by Hapgoods until they became.tired of 
waiting and got jobs elsewhere. But Hap- 
goods kept their money. The office employés 
of Hapgoods were furnished with books 
written by H. J. Hapgood, telling them just 
how to get along with troublesome app'icants 
without giving back any money to them. 


Appearance of Chicago Office. 


The office of Hapgoods in the Hartford 
building was visited by a reporter for Tue 
TRIBUNE yesterday. On the wall hung a let- 
ter from the New York office stating that a 
branch had been opened in Manchester, Eng- 
land. The prosperous tone of the letter was 
belied by current reports that the furnish- 
ings of the Chicago office were mortgaged for 
51.000 recenily. 

Whatever business was left to Hapgoods 
was being conducted by a staff of stenog- 
raphers and “cherry card girls. None of 
the employés looked overworked. Most of 
them were aware that trouble was coming 
from the direction of the Palmer house and 
there was that subdued air which prevails in 
a bank just before the doors are opened to 
a run. 

L. H. Blanchard, the vice president of 
Hapgoods, was seated in the front office tele- 
phoning. He didn’t have any statements to 
make, he said, but he opined that the busi- 
ness would be kept running. 

This was before he heard of State Labor 
Agent Cruden's plans to put two policemen 
in the hallway to see that arrests are mace 
if any attempt is made to run without 4 
license.

Chief, with Wife and Daugh- 
ter, Inspects Neighborhood 
Condemned as Vicious. 


ULTIMATUM TO RESORTS. 


Lieut. John Hanley of Stanton 
Avenue Orders the Police to 
Clean Out Places. 


Through the Cottage Grove avenue and 
Stanton avenue police districts, which are 
now to be purged of vice, Chief Shippy drove 
in an automobile last night. He was eccom- 
panied by his wife and daughter, Georgietta. 
It was the girl's twenty-third birthday. 

The trip was made by the chief so that 
he could see for himself the conditions as 
they really exist. After the trip he stopped 
his car across the street from the Stanton 
avenue station and inspected the station 
thoraughly. He said he was satisfied with 
the way his orders were being carried out. 

“Twenty-one years ago today,“ said the 
chief, “I was a sergeant at this station, 
and helped to rid this district of many dis- 
reputable houses and saloons. Now as chief 
of police I am going to have the job done 
over again, only I will personally superin- 
tend the work. 

“My wife and daughter are anxious to 
take inspection trips with me. They are as 
much interested in the work as Iam. To- 
night is the first time that my daughter has 
been out of the house since she was injured 
on Monday.“ 


Hanley Starts at Work. 

Lieut. Hanley in the afternoon took off 
his coat, rolled up his shirt sleeves, and 
started in to do things. This is what he did 
the first day: 

Ordered all music stopped in the saloons. 

Gave the disorderly women who have swarmed 
into the flats of the neighborhood five days to move 
out for good. 

Gave orders to the saloonkeepers to close up on 
time. keep women out of the rear rooms, and in 
other ways square up with the new police line. 

Lieut. Hanley started in by outlining to his 
men what would be expected of them. 

“I am here to do police duty, and do it on 
the square.“ he said. “‘ There must be no 
fear or favor in your work. I have no axes 
to grind, and we start here with a clean page. 
Let us see that what is written there is a 
credit to thie station. 

Every disreputable resort must get out of 
this district. The chief and the mayor or- 
dered me to do police duty, and = am going to 
do it. I know that I won't be sent to Cragin 
for doing it, and I want every policeman here 
to feel the same way. 

We will fight vice, crime, lawlessness, 
and dives together, boys, and we will satisfy 
the chief, and the mayor, and the people 
around us. 


He Favors Respectability. 


The strongest testimony against the char- 
acter of the Thirty-firet street saloons was 
given by George D. Angelica, who runs 4 sa- 
loon at 98 East Thirty-first street. Angel- 
ica’s place was condemned by Attorney Will- 
iam 8. Forrest of the Douglas association 
in an interview, but Angelica says he is run- 
ning one of the three reapectable saloons on 
the street. His statement is borneout by the 
appearance of the saloon and by statements 
qt others in the neighborhood. 

“Tt would be the best thing that could hep- 
pen to me, said Angelica, “if these tough 
saloons around here could be driven out and 
the women with them. There are only two 
other saloons between Cottage Grove avenue 
and Indiana avenue that are not evil places.“ 

Eimer E. Baldwin, Bene estate man at

After the case of the Standafd Ou had been 
presented to the president he called in See-

comparatively speaking, that the great mo- 
nopoly never would have missed it. 

In turning down the Standard Ot! company \ 
the government had no thought of political 
advantage. This is shown by the fact that 
the secret of the visit of John D. Archbold 
and his aesociates and their personal nego- 
tiations with President Roosevelt has been 
jealously guarded wp to the present day, and 
Py of it was conveyed to me by an 


Crisis of People’s Efforts. 
Taken all in all, the Standard Of! cases 
probably represent the high water mark of 
the attempt of the people through the gov- 
ernment to put a stop to the high handed 
proceedings of great monoplies. 

In the indictments voted Aug. 28, 10906, 
there were originally 6,428 counts. When the 
cases came to trial the government settled 
upon 1,908 counts, and of these 441 were not 
sustained. This left 1,462 counte on which 
the maximum fine was assessed. Each of 
these counts represented a separate carload 
of oil carried from Whiting, Ind., to Bast 
St. Louis over the Alton line for account of 
the Standard Oj] company at a secret rate 
of 8 cents per 100 pounds, which was just 
one-third of. the published tariff. This secret 
rate had been renewed by the Standard for 
years. It was unknown to independent oll 
shippers and was a manifest violation of the 
law. 

These shipments involved altogether a 
period of three years. During that time, as 
was brought out by Judge Landis, the earn- 
ings of the big monopoly aggregated almost, 
if not quite, $200,000,000. The position taken 
by Judge Landis in his decision, that the fine 
he imposed, instead of being excessive was 
| only reasonable when it was remembered 

that it amounted to enly a third of the 
revenues involved, has now been sustained 
‘by the government. 


* * 
Standard Would Be Wiped Out. 

There is no wonder that the Standard Oil 
became frightened and begged for mercy. 
If all the cases set on foot, not only in Chi- 
cago but elsewhere, were to be pushed to a 
successful conclusion and the maximum fine 
inflicted for each separate shipment, ths 
total would run up into hundreds of millions 
and the Standard Ol, great ae it is, would be 
wiped out of existence. 

There may be further negotiations and the 
big monopoly may conclude to accept the 
proposition of the government to assess a 
minimum fine of. $1,000 for each separate 
shipment under the secret rate. Taking all 
the cases together, that would amount toa 
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good many millions of dollards and possibly 
might wipe out the Standard’s dividends for 
a year or two. It is the least that would be 
accepted by the government, however, ac- 
cording to present information. On the other 
hand, the Standard Oil people are confident 
of witning their case in the Court of Ap- 
peals as well as in the United States Su- 


preme court. 
Monopoly Hopes to Win. 


A number of pointe involved have already 
been decided by the Supreme court adversely 
to the position taken by the Standard Oil. but 
the lawyers of the big corporation say they 
feel confident that Judge Landis’ decision 
will be reversed on the ground that the im- 
position of a fine of $29.240,000 is excessive 
because it is out of all proportion to the 
benefit which was gained by the secret rebate. 

If the Standard Oil should be beaten on this 
point it will probably renew its negotiations 
for a compromise and once more ask Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to temper justice with mercy, 
even where the defendant involved is the 
greatest corporation and the most outrageous 
monopoly the world has ever known.

All Rights Outside of Sweden to Aerial 


Torpedo Purchased by the 
Krupps.

LONDON, July 16.--Col. Unge of the Swed- 
ish artillery, who formerly was cohnected 
with the firm of Nobels, has been for some 
time trying to dispose of his patent rights to 
an aerial torpedo invented by him for which 
remerkable claims were made, After the 
test the British war office declined to buy the 
rights on the ground that they did not think 
the torpedo would be of special advantage in 
warfare. 

Now, according to the Berlin correspondent 
of the Standard, the Krupps have bought all 
the rights outside of Sweden, and the tor- 
pedo. one of the deadliest instruments of 
destruction yet invented, will be introduced 
in the German army and navy, which will 
“thereby possess the most effective equip- 
men“ of any army or navy in the world ex- 
cept the Swedish.”

BATTLESHIP FLEET ANCHORS 
INSIDE HONOLULU. HARBOR. 


Admiral Sperry Is Given a Royal Wel- 
come as Armada Steams Into Island 
Port.

HONOLULU, July 16 — in stately column 
the Atlantic fleet sailed slowly into the har- 
bor this afternoon and dropped anchor at 
the end of the second stage of its long jour- 
ney around the world.

The great white 
ships with the black smoke pouring from 
their funnels moved at slow speed in perfect 
single column formation. The flagship Con- 
necticut led the way, and around the big 
battleship as it came up the channel fiut- 
tered scores of Japanese fishing boats which 
fired a cloud of daylight fireworks of new and 
curious designs.

THE SENATE COMBINE, 


| (Il.) 

Among the standing committees of the 
state senate is the committee on enrolled 
and engrossed bills. Its duty is to su- 
perintend the transcription of bills from 
the rough and informal penmanship of 
the casual legislator to the chaste and 
dignified form of official script. A de- 
lightful and a simple function, truly, bat 
one not likely in itself to attract the 
ambition of. such a statesman as the 
Hon. Stanton ©. Pemberton, senator 
from the Thirty-fourth district, the chair- 
man of this committee in the last legis- 
lature. 

The explanation of Mr. Pemberton’s 
position is not difficult. The committee 
on enrolled and engrossed bills has an 
unofficial function as well as an official 
one. It is the latter function which’ has 
fixed upon the committee the suggestive 
title of “the chloroforming committee 
Mr. Pemberton attended to the anzs- 
thetic. 

Putting a bill to sleep in the chloro- 
forming committee is accomplished with 
neatness and dispatch. The hands of the 
engrossing clerks grow heavy, the ink 
in the official pen clogs, each word pain- 
fully drags its length out upon the con- 
secrated foolscap, and time is hurrying 
on toward adjournment. 

It is all beautifully simple and effica- 
cious. Bills have been known to slumber 
sixty days. under the watchful eye of 
Mr. Pemberton, until no legislative physi- 
clan could save them. In the Forty-fifth 
assembly five bills which public opinion 
deemed important passed into oblivion 
under the sponge of Mr. Pemberton. 
They were the hazardous machinery bill 
—a humanitarian measure 
protect working men and women from 
loss of life or limb—a bill prohibiting 
indecent plays, a bill to prevent the 
watering of railroad stocks and bonds, a 
pure food bill, a bill requiring uniform 
warebouse receipts. | 

But this Forty-fifth assembly provides 
only one chapter of Mr. Pemberton’s 
long record. It is not only as chairman 
of the chloroforming committee that he 
has shone. As a sworn foe of primary 
reform he voted for every emasculating 
amendment of the Oglesby bill and for 
every amendment tending to cripple or 
diminish this reform. He held up and 
finally refused to vote for the gas and 
electricity rate regulation bill giving 
cities and villages the right to protect 
themselves from monopoly or extortion 
in these necessities. He refused to vote 
for the navigability bill to help IIlinois

The regency of Reuss-Greiz will therefore 
pass to his only son, already regent of Reuss- 
Gera, and thus for the first time in several 
hundred years the two smal! principalities of 
Reuss will be united under one common ruler 
as regent—namely: Prince Henry XXVII, 
hd is married to Princess Elise of Hohen- 
lohe-Langenburg and is a lieutefiant genera) 
of the Prussian army, in which he received 
his military training in the hüssar regiment 
of the guard, which Emperor William com- 
manded prior to his accession to the throne. 
This Prince Henry XXVII. of Reuss and the 
kaiser are not only former regimental com- 
rades, therefore, but likewise warm friends, 
and the former antagoniem between the 
courts of Reuss-Greiz and of Berlin has 
passed away. 

It was an animosity which led the late 
prince of Reuss-Greiz to refuse to permit 
the half-masting of any flags in his domin- 
ions or the display of any other tokens of 
mourning on the occasion of the death of 
old Emperor William. Nor would he allow 
the display of the old emperor's picture, nor 
of that of Prince Bismarck, in any shop win- 
dows, nor the erection -of statues in their 


honor; while he absolutely declined to ever 


visit Berlin or to acknowledge in any way 
the existence of the present kaiser, 
— 

It may sound strange that the only son ot 
the old and now imbecile Prince Henry XIV. 
of Reuss should be Henry XXVII. But this 
js due to the methods of numbering the male 
members of the two houses of Reuss, all of 
whom bear the name of Henry, with the 
numeral after it to distinguish them from one 
another. The custom of numbering them 
dates from the fifteenth century, and in the 
year 1701 each of the two branches—namely: 
Reuss-Greiz and Reuss-Gera—started out 
with a fresh series of numbers. Im the elder 
line this has gone on unbroken to the present 
insane, deaf, dumb, and blind sovereign of 
Reuss-Greiz, Prince Henry XXIV., the only 
surviving member of his branch, which on 
his demise will become extinct. But in the 
younger branch, of which the present regent 
of both principalities—namely: Prince Henry 
XXVLI.—is de facto head as regent, the male 
scions have been so numerous that a speciai 
rule was made to begin a fresh series of 
numbers with each century. 

There were no less than forty-seven Princes 
Henry of Reuse of this line born in the nine- 
teenth céttury, the two sons of the regent 
prince Henry XXVII. being known respec- 
tively es Prince Henry XLIII. and Prince 
Henry XLV. So far no prince ot Reuss has 
been born since the beginning of the present 
century. The first who makes his appear- 
gnce will be known as Prince Henry I. and 1 
may add that I knew years ago anold Prince 
Reuss whose namé was followed by the 
Roman numerals LXXIV., and who had been 
born im the closing years of the eighteenth 
century, a century which had been particu- 
larly prolific in Reusses.

The booths are indeed so many 
that the great square cannot hold them, and 
they spread out in neighboring streets, es- 
pecially down the Via Nuova outside the 
Porto San Giovanni.

The crowd in the square was picturesque 
as well as noisy. The basso popolo were 
out full force. Gold earrings, weighting down 
the ears that wore them, gleamed in the 
flaring lights. Collane, made with three rows 
of coral and fold, flashed back at bi 
broeches wrought in silver and gold and a 
the ping which the women wore im their hafr. 
Peaked hate and bright scarfs tied round 
the waist proclaimed identity of men of the 
Trastevere. Parisian dress and rb eccle- 
siastical announced the presence ol the three 
aristocracies—Dbirth, wealth, and learning. 

The flower girl dressed like an artist's 
model in ancient garb of the Campagna was 
singing a Campagna song about her roses: 
it was a minor song, and melancholy. yet it 
seemed to hold the poetry of the summer 
night and the fragrance of her proffered flow- 
The tobacco vender shouted “ Sigari 
dolci, sigari scelti!’” shrilly, and the chestnut 
vender offered customers a choice of chest- 
nuts and dried pumpkin seeds. 

The quieter portion of the people withdrew 
from the turmol! to the hillside just beyond 
the church of St. John Lateran, which was 
lit up for the occasion by candles and torches, 
and lanterns swung from theioak trees. Here 
were family parties, and any number of little 
children, and over those that slept carnations 
were held or garlic blossom in order that no 
evil influence might blight them in their 
slumber. 

Whether the origin of this festival ts pagan 
or Christian, it is certainly ancient. It is 
said that in early days it was celebrated by 
kindling great fires; and St. Augustine 
writes: After vespers all Rome was in 
fla ches, and the din and the smoke from these 
fires fill the air like some devil's play.”

After the custom of fires there arose amon 
the people somehow the custom of taking 
bath by night on St. John's day. People used 
to go to the piazza of San Glovannſ and throw 
water on each other, and it was precisely to 


provide for such a need that.the fountain 


which still exists in the square with its obe- 
lisk was inaugurated in 1688. To the sound 
of castanets and tambourines the people used 
to dance with all their might on the eve of 
St. John's, just ag now. and it is easy to un- 
derstand that a bucket of cold water on a 
hot head was bad for the health. Cases of 
sudden death were so numerous that the 
bath was abolished. The festival remained as 
it is today—that is, pretext for an all night 
spree, marvelously favorable to clandestine 
tove affairs.

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Free Treatment for Hydrophobia. 

Springfield, III., July 15.—[{Editor of The 
Tribune. I— Much has been said of late in the 
Chicago press concerning the failure of the 
general assembly of Illinois to make an ap- 
propriation for the treatment of poor persons 
suffering from hydrophobia and the hard- 
ships that have been imposed thereby upon 
the people. 

In this connection I beg to say that on Jan 
23. 1908. Mr. Shanahan, 
house appropriation committee, acting upon 
my request, introduced house bill No. 946, 
providing for an et aioe for the treat- 
ment and care of Poor per ns effficted, or 
supposed to be afflicted, witht rabies, or hy- 
drophobia. The state board of health suc- 
ceeded in getting this bill through thé house, 
but it died on third reading in the senate the 
day of final adjournment. 

But notwithstanding the lack of a specific 
appropriation, the state board of health will 
care for all poor persons certified by physi- 
cians to have been bitten by rabid dogs or 
otherwise put in danger of infection of hydro- 
phobia. Overseers of the poor or other offi- 
cers having charge of the dispefisation of 
public charity in the several counties of Il 
nols may send such persons to the Pasteur 
institute, 228 Dearborn avenue, Chicago, 
where they will be properly treated. The 


transportation of such poor persons, with 


necessary attendant or attendants, to and 
from this institution shall be a charge upon 
the county in which they reside.

vard is not necessary to avoid congestion.

Judge Kohlsaat Grants Post- 
ponement Until the Grand 
Jury ‘Takes Action. 


BROTHERS WIN IN MOVE. 


| Financiers Plead That Giving of 


Information Now Might 
Incriminate Them. 


The policy of delay in giving Information 
as ta the whereabouts of the assets of the 
Cen Lite Securities company again 
availed the Rhodus brothers of some extra 
time yesterday. 
hearing before Judge Kohisaat on the order 
of the court calling upon the officers of the 
Mercantile ance company to turn over 
to Receiver Fetzer a list of stockholders of 
the Central Life Securit company to whom 
the Mercantile Finance company sold stock 
ap an agent, the amounts received from such 
stock sales, and finally the whereabouts of 
the assets which remained. Attorney Moses 
for the three Rhodus brothers objected to 
giving the information until the grand jury 
reconvenes and disposes of the Rhodus case, 

In gaining a postponement in fulfilling the 
court’s order until next Thursday, by which 
time the grand jury probably will have re- 
turned its indictments against the brothers, 
Attorney Moses was forced to make a damag- 


ing plea. He insisted that the defendants’ 


should not be forced to give the information 
until the grand jury has acted because the 
information might tend to incriminate the 
defendants. He sald that if the grand jury 
does not return indictments the information 
will be given, but if the bills are returned 
against the Rhodus brothers the information 
may be refused on the ground of constitu- 
tional privilege, that a defendant cannot be 
forced to give information or evidence that 
may tend to incriminate him. 
Receiver Objects; Submits Report. 

But this is a question of one corporation 
giving information and not an individual, al- 
though it chances that one of the officers of 
the Mercantile Finance company also is an 
officer of the Central Life Securities company 
and has been involved in the proceedings of 
the grand jury,“ insisted Attorney Meloan, 
representing Receiver Fetser. In that case 
1 think the company can be foreed te give 
the information 

Well, we will cross that bridge when we 
come to it,” said Judge Kohlsaat in announo- 
ing that the matter would be postponed a 
week. 

Receiver Fetzer submitted a report to Judge 
Kohlsaat at the close of the hearing. The 
court requested all parties in the suit to with- 
hold information as te the matter contained 
in the report, but it was learned that the prin- 
cipal feature was concerning the stock sales 
of the Central Life Securities company and 
of the cash assete which the receiver has 
been able to discover. The report declared 
that about 51.800 000 in cash was recéived 
from stock sales and of that amount the re- 
ceiver has been able to find less than $200,- 
000 in cash assets. 


Name Every Rhodus Concern. 

An amended bill of complaint in the suit 
against the Central Life Securities company, 
the Republic Life Insurance company, and, 
the Rhodus brothers was filled before Judge 
Walker in the afternoon by P. J. O'Neill and 
other complainants. 

The amendment names besides the origina] 
defendants all the concerns organized or con- 
trolled by Edward, Thomas, and Birch 
Rhodus. These additional defendants are 
the Mercantile Financé company, the Fi- 
nance Company of America, the American 
Trading company, the Atlantic, the New 
England, the Eastern, and the Western 
Agency companies. The Central Agency 


company is included in the original bill ot 


complaint. 

The complainants assert that Fred W. Pot- 
ter, state superintendent of insurance, who 
is a defendant. has §104,000in railroad bonds, 
deposited with him by thé Rhoduses when 


‘they incorporated the Republic Life Insur- 


ance company. 

They ask that the court appoint a receiver 
to take over these bonds, as well as $300,000 
turned over to the insurance company by the 
Central Life Securities company. 

Investor Asks Money Back. 

Tne day also developed another Rhodus 
finance feature. In the Circuit court, before 
Master in Chancery George M. Rogers, the 
hearing of evidence was begun in the syit 
of Ernst Todt against the Mina Grande Gold 
Mining company for a setting aside of a 
stock sale, return of money, and an ge- 
counting. According to the bill of com- 
plaint, Todt asserts he was led through 
misrepresentation to purchase 31,000 shares 
of stock for $9,300. The hearings will be 
continued this week. 

In Judge Carpenter’s court an amended 
bill was filed by the complainants who are 
praying for a receiver for the Mercantile 
Securities company. The case will be taken 
up before Master in Chancery * the 
first week in August. |
